WASHINGTON, July 24.—(UI>) 
—^The wage-hour administration 
today announced new regulations 
designed to end the controversy 
over application of minimum- 
|wage and maximum-hour stand­ 
ards to small firms processing 
fresh fruits and vegetables as they 
:come from the farmer. 
In two separate actions, the ad­ 
ministration: 
1.—^Redefined "area of produc­ 
tion” as applied to those products 
in a manner which adds over 1000 
canning, packing and warehouse 
plants employing about 70,000 
workers to the group required to 
pay the 30 cent hourly minimum 
wage. The law exempts from both 
wage and hour requirements firms 
handling agricultural materials in 
the area of production. 
Propose Exemptions 
2.—Proposed to grant a further 
seasonal exemption to first pro­ 
cessors of fruit and vegetables en­ 
abling them to work 28 weeks in 
the year without observing the 42 
hour maximum work week. This 
maximum drops to 40 hours Oc­ 
tober 24, 
Under the new definition of 
area of production, the blanket 
exemption is applicable to com­ 
panies handling, packing, storing, 
drying, preparing or canning per­ 
ishable or seasonal fresh fruits or 
vegetables for market only if they 
employ 10 persons or less and ob­ 
tain their products "from farms in 
the general vicinity” of the plan. 
"General vicinity” is not defined 
further. The change becomes ef­ 
fective October 1. 
Under the old definition, estab­ 
lishments in towns or less than 
2500 drawing supplies from within 
a radius of 10 miles, or firms em­ 
ploying seven persons or less, were 
exempt. That definition still ap­ 
plies to the handling of aU farm 
products, including butter, cheese 
and other dairy products, except 
fresh fruits and vegetables. 
Extend Period 
The proposed seasonal exemp­ 
tion, to be effective in 15 days un­ 
less protests are filed, would be 
added to a 14 week period during 
which canners, packers, etc., un­ 
der a mandatory provision of the 
law, need not observe the hour 
limitations provided in the act. It 
is now proposed to declare these 
industries to be seasonal in na­ 
ture, granting them an additional 
14 week period during which they 
may work up to 12 hours a day or 
56 hours a week before paying for 
overtime at time and one-half 
rates. 
The 30 cent wage floor, 
however, is applicable throughout 
in these cases.

gloomy generalities and one spe­ 
cific suggestion nev er heard in a 
b accalaureate address. 
The adv ice is: If you want to 
find work in Hollywood, b e sure 
to hav e an uncle who is a studio 
executiv e. I realize that in some 
cases this may 
b e 
impossib le, 
since many of us do not hav e 
any uncles anywhere. 
Howev er, 
it is almost eq ually impossib le 
for people without influence to 
get job s. In all likeli v ocations, 
including that 
of 
office 
b oy, 
there are astonishingly long wait­ 
ing lists of nephews, supplement­ 
ed b y strings of second cousins. 
There are v ery few kinds of 
work which an outsider might 
ev en hope to get. The trades and 
crafts and technical fields are 
tightly unionized. 
If a person is 
giv en a job b y a departmental 
executiv e, 
he 
then—usually—is 
allowed to join the proper union. 
He may get only a temporary 
work permit, as in the case of 
waiv ers from the Screen Actors’ 
Guild for non-professionals who, 
for special reasons, may get a 
chance to appear in a picture. 
“Training" Is Often Wasted 
Hundreds of high schools and 
colleges offer 
motion 
picture 
courses which I hope are intend­ 
ed to b e merely informativ e. The 
Univ ersity of Southern California 
at Los 
Angeles 
offers 
more 
v aried and thorough mov ie sub ­ 
jects, prob ab ly, than any other— 
yet its students can’t get work 
in the studios except through the 
usual channels of influence. Some 
of them hav e done well in the 
widening 
field 
of 
commercial 
mov ie making. 
I hav e one letter from a junior 


college graduate who wants to 
know what and where he can 
study so that he may work to 
ward a Hollywood directorship. 
It seems that he has b een cher 
ishing a clipping which q uotes 
Producer-Director Wesley Rug- 
gles as saying that he hoped to 
open the way for a “tie-up b e­ 
tween colleges and 
Hollywood 
that will allow outstanding film 
course students to get practical 
experience in the studios." 
I v ery much doub t that Mr. 
Ruggles ev er said any such thing. 
He knows that directors come 
from only two sources—from the 
cutting rooms and scenario de­ 
partments of the studios them­ 
selv es, and from the legitimate 
stage.

WASHINGTON, July 23.—Let- 
rters pour In upon me every time 
I write a column suggesting de­ 
ficiencies in our national defense 
and the possibility that in the 
way we are going we may not 
be able to defend diplomatically 
the position of this country as a

comes. Letters complain that this 
tru th serves the cause of those 
who may arise beyond the seas 
to challenge our position. 
The French people were told 
for years by their press and gov­ 
ernment that they were safe and 
secure, that they need not devote 
any extra energy, 
thought

money to protecting themselves. 
The British did not awak en until 
after the war began. 
Only when 
the disastrous results of the Nor­ 
wegian expedition sank in upon 
their minds, did they drop the 
easy way of appeasement and go 
to work . 
Even the slowly dawn­ 
ing doubts of their press after 
Munich failed to stir them to 
their necessary effort.

To help penetrate the clouds of 
euphoric publicity and secrecy (a 
certain degree of which is natur­ 
ally necessary in 
such 
govern­ 
ment undertak ings) 
I have made 
it my business to try to find out 
exactly how the national defense 
commission work s, with the fol­ 
lowing results: 
All actual negotiating and sign­ 
ing of contracts for defense weap­ 
ons and m aterials is done by the 
w ar and navy departments. How­ 
ever, all contracts over $500,000 
ire sent to William S. Knudsen, 
production commissioner. 
In the case of army tank s, the 
ordnance departm ent of the army 
work s out the quantity and k ind 
of tank s needed, and submits its 
recommendations to the office of 
the assistant secretary of war. 
The ASOW passed on the recom­ 
mendation to the Knudsen com­ 
mission along with data on the 
companies that are in a position 
to produce tank s, (with whom the 
w ar departm ent has been nego­ 
tiating) the amount 
and 
type 
wanted, delivery dates, and so 
forth.

IMPORTANT

Those who b eliev e that pub lic education can 
really educate people to b eliev e in freedom might 
explain how regents for the S tate U niv ersity se­ 
lected b y such men as Lieutenant-G ov ernor P a t­ 
terson or G ov ernor Olson could b e v ery v ise 
regents to select the President of the U niv ersity 
and. thus, the curricula and the teachers who 
would educate young men and women in the 
univ ersity.

their generation. 
If all m onarchial dynasties are to end. the 
JDuke of W indsor will a t least continue his career 
of serv ice to England in the role tha t he alw ays 
lov ed m ost—that of am b assador of good w ill to 
4he world.

tax es unless a 
drastic new tax 
was imposed. 
So far as con 
cerns the tax ation of ex cess profits, 
if and when there is to be any ex ­ 
cess profit, the message wa* wholly 
unnecessary . 
Action 
had 
already 
been taken pointing to this end. In 
reporting the tax bill which became 
the Rev enue Act of 1940 the Way s 
and Means Committee had instruct­ 
ed the Treasury to prepare the nec­ 
essary estimates and suggestions on 
this » ubject, for consideration in the 
nex t special or regular session of 
CoVigress. Senator LaFollette offered 
an ex cess profits tax amendment. It 
was not accepted by the conference 
committee, on the ground that the 
•ubject required more careful and 
complete consideration than could 
then be giv en. But the conference 
committee also instructed the Treas­ 
ury to be ready with its materia] on 
ex cess profits tax ation not later than 
October 1, 1940. 
The « ubject has therefore bepn 
before Congress, and in the minds 
of members of both Houses, for 
some weeks at least The Treasury 
has presumably been engaged in the 
operations required to comply with 
the requests made by two separate 
Congressional 
committees. 
In 
his 
message of J uly I, the President 
merely recommended that Congress 
do something which it had already 
set out, on its own initiativ e, to do. 
The only result, aside from the po­ 
litical rev erberations, may be to in­ 
duce loy al followers to act more 
hastily than had been originally in­ 
tended, and thus to produce a more 
imperfect law than would otherwise 
hav e been written. 
Haste rather thrn deliberation has 
alway s been a characteristic of Mr. 
oosav elt’s procedure. His followers 
in Congress hav e unfortunately been 
entirely too much disposed to fall in 
with this policy which has producad. 


as a natural consequence, the badly 
drafted and badly designed legisla­ 
tion from which the country now 
suffers so acutely . 
There is ev ery reason to supposa 
that a hastily enacted ex cess profits 
tax will be as defectiv e as much of 
the othei; New Deal legislation has 
prov ed to be. Enormous difficulties 
of administration were ex perienced 
in apply ing the earlier tax on ex ­ 
cess profits, and it is said that somo 
cases inv olv ing that tax , which was 
repealed nearly twenty y ears ago, 
are 
still 
pending 
before 
v arious 
tribunals. Congress was quite right 
in refusing to be stampeded into 
writing a new law on this subject. 
It should now stand firmly on thi* 
decision. 
Haste is an Indication of mental 
rigidity . It means that ev ery new 
issue is instantly decided on the 
lines of an established thought pat­ 
tern. It shows that there is neither 
inclination nor capacity to reckon 
with changing conditions. Much of 
the waste of the past sev en y ears 
has been incurred because the New 
Dealers had a fix ed idea about pub­ 
lic spending which no amount of 
failure in practice could dislodge. 
The defense program also illus­ 
trates how haste can make waste. 
An enormous number of ships has 
been 
ordered, 
but 
no competent 
body has y et determined whether 
the marginal part of this fleet, when 
it is constructed about six y ears 
hence, will then be as necessary or 
as useful as more planes. 
There is a similar mental rigidity 
about tax ation, and it produces a 
belief that tax bills can be written 
quickly because the answers are all 
known. When some one suggested 
that the 1940 tax bill was being 
rushed too fast, Chairman Doughton 
of the Way s and Means Committee 
said that he wanted to show the dic- 
taters that a democracy could act 
promptly too. The result was a tax 
law which is presumably operativ e 
for 
fiv e 
y ears, 
although 
Senator 
By rd pointed out that it will In­ 
ev itably be absorbed into such gen­ 
eral tax rev ision as may be under­ 
taken nex t y ear. Sev eral senator« 
said, 
without 
being 
contradicted, 
that the real reason for haste in 
shov ing tha 1940 tax bill through 
was to raise the debt limit rather 
than to get rev enue. 
Tne worst manifestation of mental 
rigidity in tax ation is the inclination 
to rely heav ily on profits and in­ 
come tax ation, despite all of th* 
ev idence to show the unreliability 
and fiscal inadequacy of such tax es. 
This subject will be discussed is • 
later article.
